THE owner of a popular guest 
house has blasted Folkestone as 
being “like a wilderness” and 
warned tourists will not come back 
unless something is done. 

Sue Cooper, who runs the four-star Garden 
Lodge in Densole, said areas like the pleasure 
beach and the harbour required a radical 
makeover to ensure visitors returned. 

Plans for the transformation of Folkestone 
harbour, including a university campus, ice 
rink, exhibition area, fast ferry port and 1,400 
homes, have been put on hold due to the finan¬ 
cial downturn. 

The masterplan was drawn up by respected 
architects Foster and Partner, who also 
designed the Folkestone Academy. 

Mrs Cooper said that despite a bumper year 
so far, with tourists taking holidays in this 
country instead of going abroad, many were 
disappointed when saw the sights. 

She said: “One of the first things I’m asked is 
‘Where is the pleasure beach?’. They follow the 
signs but find nothing but a desert. It’s like a 
wilderness and it’s very embarrassing. It looks 
a complete shambles and is very desolate . 

‘We need to know when the development is 
going to take place - it cannot be left looking a 
mess for such a length of time. 

‘We just feel that we are all working very 
hard to bring tourists to the area, with good 
quality accommodation, but we are getting 
very little support from the council and no sup¬ 
port from the developers of the seafront.” 

Mrs Cooper said their guest house, in

Matt defies 
illness to find 
new direction

A HYTHE man who was on 
the verge of death has 
defied the odds by making a 
full recovery and raising 
money for charity. 

Matt Ransley, 28, suffered from the 
rare and life-threatening condition 
arteriovenous malformation, or 
AVM, which is caused when connec¬ 
tions between arteries and veins in 
the brain create a dangerous cluster 
of blood vessels, which can rupture 
and leave permanent damage. 

Matt, who has lived in Hythe since 
he was 10, when his family moved 
down from London, said he was 
lucky to be alive, and the experience 
had changed his perspective on life. 

He said it happened completely 
unexpectedly, when he was playing 
football with friends in Folkestone in 
the summer of 2003. 

“The game had just finished and I 
started feeling dizzy and faint. I 
walked over to the side and the next 
thing I knew I woke up in hospital 
after a fit and a haemorrhage.” 

He had been flown by helicopter to 
King’s College Hospital in London 
and was placed on a waiting list to 
receive radiation treatment, known 
as gamma knife surgery, which is 
used to target areas of the brain. 

Matt said: “It was a year-long wait 
before I had the scan in Harley 
Street to receive the treatment. 

“While I waited for the radiation to 
do its job, I suffered four more brain 
haemorrhages and several fits. 

“Sometimes I experienced this 
strange aura sensation, when your 
body becomes numb and you feel this 
real big adrenaline surge.” 

During this time he linked up with 
TAFF, an organisation which pro¬ 
vides support for those with the con¬ 
dition. Earlier this month, Matt

joined 200 other people in San 
Francisco for a charity walk which 
raised more than $10,000 towards 
work on AVM. 

Despite being declared fit and 
healthy before Christmas last year, 
he said the greatest hurdle remained 
finding work. 

He said: “As soon as job interviews 
got to the final stage and the medical 
elements, it suddenly all changed.” 

Matt now runs his own catering 
business, Red Pepper, in Hythe. 

He said: “I wanted to prove I could 
do something for myself and this is 
what I enjoy doing.” 

AVM is not thought to be heredi¬ 
tary, but research is ongoing into its 
causes. In America up to five per cent 
of the population are thought to have 
an unruptured aneurysm which 
could lead to the onset of the condi¬ 
tion. 


Three arrested after 
knife attack in city 

THREE men have been arrested in 
Folkestone after a horrific machete 
attack in Peterborough which left the 
victim seriously injured. 

Police confirmed the three had been 
picked up in the town centre in the 
early hours of Friday after the inci¬ 
dent the previous day, where a man 
was said to be left staggering with a 
head wound and some of his fingers 
possibly severed. 

It is not known what connection the 
suspects may have, if any, to 
Folkestone, or why they headed there. 

According to Peterborough’s 
Evening Telegraph newspaper, the 
attack happened in the Millfield area 
of the city at 11.20am. 

Shocked witnesses reported the vic¬ 
tim being slashed by an attacker 
wielding what was thought to be a 
machete or butcher’s knife. 

Armed police arrived to seal off 
Peterborough’s train and bus stations 
and dozens of officers combed streets 
close to where the attack happened. 

Ambulance crews treated the victim 
at the scene and an air ambulance 
then took him to hospital. Police have 
not named him. 

A police spokesman said: “Kent 
Police did arrest three men in the 
early hours of May 8 on behalf of 
Cambridgeshire Police. The men 
were transferred to Cambridgeshire.” 

It is understood the men were 
brought back to Peterborough for 
questioning. 

Water pipes replaced 
to reduce leakage 

WORK to reduce the risk of burst 
pipes and leakage has been carried 
out by Folkestone and Dover Water. 

Schemes in Hawkinge, Hythe, 
Lydden and Stowting were completed 
on or ahead of schedule, with more 
than five kilometres of older pipes 
replaced with polyethylene material. 

Several schemes involved road clo¬ 
sures and diversions, with care taken 
to keep disruption to a minimum. 

Water regulator Ofwat has set 
FDWS a target of 8.2 megalitres per 
day when it comes to leakage, with 
the company reporting itself ahead at 
7.89 megalitres over 2007/08. 
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Family of Gurkha killed 
in action can stay in UK

THE family of a Gurkha soldier 
based at Shorncliffe Barracks who 
was killed in Afghanistan will not 
be deported, according to the UK 
Border Agency. 

Corporal Kumar Pun, who was from the 1st 
Battalion The Royal Gurkha Rifles, died when 
a suicide bomber crashed into the patrol vehi¬ 
cle he was travelling in, in the Gereshk region 
of the Helmand province. 

The 31-year-old was among four soldiers 
killed in Afghanistan on Thursday. 

According to reports in a national news¬ 
paper, his widow Parbati and two daughters 
Klaudine and Petrina, who live in Dover, were 
told by officials they could be ordered to return 
to Nepal. 

However, the UK Border Agency has furi¬ 
ously denied these claims. 

A spokesman said: “We will not curtail this 
lady’s leave. 

“We would not seek to remove the widow of 
any soldier killed in action, whether they are a 
Gurkha, a foreign or a Commonwealth soldier. 

“A soldier’s spouse or dependants would 
almost certainly be granted settlement after 
applying for leave to stay in the UK.” 

Fellow Gurkhas have paid tribute to Cpl 
Kumar, who was described as a “caring and 
down-to-earth man”. 

His friend and comrade, Lance Corporal 
Deepak Thapa, said: “Cpl Kumar was the best 
and closest friend of mine. 


“When I heard the shocking news that he 
was no more in this world, I did not believe it, 
but it dawned on me later that I had lost my 
best friend forever. 

“Kumar, you are my best friend. I can never 
forget you and you will be missed forever.” 

Major Chris Conroy, officer commanding 
Foxtrot Company, 2nd Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, said: “Cpl Kumar was a man of 
unique character and virtue. 

“As a soldier he was unstintingly profession¬ 
al, calm and respectful of all, never failing to 
help and always willing to volunteer. 

“A man of considerable experience, he was 
the guide and mentor to many an officer and 
non-commissioned officer. His advice was 
always considered, well-delivered and polite. 

“As a father and husband he took great pride 
in his family and children.” 

Campaigners 

Cpl Kumar is the third Gurkha to die in 
Afghanistan, following the deaths of Rifleman 
Yubraj Rai and Colour Sergeant Krishna- 
bahadur Dura. 

The latest death comes amid the continuing 
row over the rights of Gurkha veterans who 
retired before 1997 to remain in the UK. 

Campaigners argue that they should be 
given the same residency rights as soldiers 
from other Commonwealth countries who 
fight for the British Army. 

Immigration minister Phil Woolas has 
agreed to include campaigners, led by actress 
Joanna Lumley, and opposition parties in 
drawing up new rules after a historic 
Commons defeat for the Government on the 
issue last month. 



Dance school's 
battle goes to MP 

SHEPWAY MP Michael Howard 
receives a petition from Joyce Welford 
containing more than 600 signatures 
against the closure of a popular 
Folkestone dance school. 

JB’s Dance Club, off Tontine Street, is 
under threat of demolition after Josh de 
Haan, son of former Saga boss Roger de 
Haan, served notice on its lease, as 
reported in last week’s Yourshepway. 

Protestors say the school - which has 
more than 350 members, including 100 
children - has been established in the 
town for the past 40 years and closing it 
down would mean the loss of a vital and 
thriving heart of the community. 

The studio backs on to the disused 
Pipers nightclub and its kitchen and bar 
area forms part of the structure, 
detached from the main ballroom. But 
under the proposals, both could be torn 
down to make way for new office blocks. 

Josh de Haan said he was helping the 
school find an alternative building near¬ 
by and no decisions or planning appli¬ 
cations had been made for the site.

Canterbury Road, had been booked 
out over Easter for the first time in 
20 years but was afraid that many 
of those who stayed would not want 
to return in future. 

Chris Kirkham, of tourism body

Dungeness: what price 
now for a new plant? 


PLANS for a new nuclear power 
station at Dungeness could be in 
doubt if it is not chosen as one of two 
sites being promoted to developers. 

Land next to the B reactor is in direct compe¬ 
tition with Heysham in Lancashire after owner 
EDF reached an agreement with the 
Government to sell up and allow more operators 
into the market. 

If a new reactor at Dungeness is eventually 
approved, it could see up to 2,000 workers 
employed during construction and 350-450 over 
a 60-year period. 

Should it not be chosen, the site will remain 
with EDF, but the energy giant has already 
indicated it would prefer to build its own reac¬ 
tors at two other locations: Sizewell in Suffolk 
and Hinkley Point in Somerset. 

As a result, Dungeness could slip further 
down the pecking order by the time it comes to 
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approve the next generation of nuclear stations, 
with the possibility it could miss out altogether. 

However, an EDF spokesman said there were 
“various processes” and plenty of “ifs and huts” 
which needed to be taken into consideration 
before any decision was made, including the 
Government’s own strategic siting assessment 
and planning permission. 

EDF’s director of new nuclear build, 
Humphrey Cadoux-Hudson, said: ‘We believe 
these sites have good potential and will be 
attractive to potential developers of nuclear 
power plants. 

“This is an important step towards the 
Government’s objective of competition in new 
nuclear build in the UK. 

“It goes hand in hand with our own plans to 
build and operate four EPRs (European pres¬ 


surised reactors) in the UK, with the first oper¬ 
ational by the end of 2017, as we seek to help 
address the country’s long-term energy issues.” 

An EDF spokesman could not comment on 
which nuclear operators had expressed interest 
in either site up for sale and was not able to say 
exactly when a decision between the two would 
be made. 

“It depends to some extent on the purchaser’s 
timetable, but it is also necessaiy to allow 
enough time for bidders to carry out due dili¬ 
gence,” the spokesman said. 

“The successful bidder will have the right to 
carry out further investigations before deciding 
which site to secure.”

A shortlist of those sites judged to be suitable 
will be published in a national nuclear policy 
statement due next year, which will also go out 
for consultation.

Channel cocaine 
smugglers get 
total of 54 years 

FIVE men who attempted to smuggle drugs valued at £70,000 into the 
UK through Hythe have been sentenced to a total of 54 years in jail. 


The elaborate conspiracy saw large quanti¬ 
ties of cocaine smuggled across the Channel 
from France using high-speed inflatable 
boats, between September 2007 and March 
2008. 

The men were sentenced after three plead¬ 
ed guilty and two others were found guilty at 
Maidstone Crown Court. One man was 
acquitted. 

Of those who pleaded guilty, Nicolas 
Anthony Chappell, 47, from 
Larkfield, received 18 years 
for conspiring to supply con¬ 
trolled drugs and five years for 
money-laundering, to run con¬ 
currently. 

Neil Hackett, 33, from 
Bexleyheath, was sentenced to 
11 years and given a three- 
year travel restriction order, 
which applies from the day he 
is released. 

Jamie Hackett, 25, of 
Bexleyheath, received nine 
years. 

Giedrius Kavaliauskas, 28, 
of Worthing, and David 
Michael Manser, 26, of 
Larkfield, were both found 
guilty and sentenced to eight 
years’ imprisonment. 

Paul Andrew Proud, 47, from 
London, was acquitted. The 
investigationstarted when a 
high-speed inflatable boat was 
seen landing on a beach at 
Hythe at about 6.30am on 
Saturday, September 5,2007. 

A witness said the boat and 
those aboard were met by four 
other men on the beach. 

Several black holdalls were 
taken from the boat to a wait¬ 
ing vehicle, which then drove 
away at speed. 

Police were called and they 
found four men loading the 
boat on to a van. The men claimed to have 
been fishing despite having no proper equip¬ 
ment or clothing. At about 5.30am on 
Thursday, March 27,2008, a similar incident 
was again noticed on the same beach. 

The witness was able to give crucial evi¬ 
dence and described the drug-smuggling as 
being executed like a military operation. 

Officers from the serious and organised 
crime unit (Socu) quickly traced those 
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involved and police searched Chappell’s 
home in Larkfield. There they found high- 
grade cocaine with a street value of more 
than £70,000. Among the haul was also a 
large amount of cash, the inflatable boat and 
sea equipment. Chappell had a previous con¬ 
viction for drug-smuggling. 

Police also discovered 
marine equipment, including 
other inflatable boats suspect¬ 
ed of being used in September 
2007, at the home and offices 
of Neil Hackett. 

Detective Sergeant John 
McDermott, who led the inves¬ 
tigation, said: “This is a very 
satisfying conclusion to what 
has been an intensive, meticu¬ 
lous and lengthy investigation 
across Kent, London and 
northern France involving 
painstaking work by my team 
of detectives and the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

“These five men were part of 
a significant, organised crime 
group that was probably one 
of the most prolific gangs 
involved in this type of crimi¬ 
nality. Throughout the investi¬ 
gation they lied, tried to divert 
attention away from the facts 
and refused to cooperate when 
questioned. In dismantling 
this group and bringing these 
men to justice, we have proba¬ 
bly saved lives. 

“Drug-trafficking fuels all 
sorts of criminality and has a 
devastating effect on the lives 
of already vulnerable people.” 

In sentencing, Judge 
Griffiths Jones described the 
drug-smuggling operation as 
“a well-planned and drilled operation”. 

The judge said they “sought to make huge 
profits from human miser/’. 

About Chappell, the judge said: “I have no 
doubt he was at the heart of this operation 
and the ringleader who recruited others.” 

Chappell’s conviction in 2000 - which 
involved a similar offence - which was taken 
into account. Neil Hackett was described as a 
“trusted lieutenant” of Chappell’s.

Two more planes to be 
based at Lydd airport 

LYDD airport has stepped up its long-running 
expansion campaign by announcing the 
arrival of new business, together with plans to 
open an engineering academy. 

Trans Euro Air, which provides chartered 
passenger and cargo services, has moved into 
offices and based two of its fleet of small turbo¬ 
prop aircraft at the site. 

A planning application for a new terminal 
building capable of handling 500,000 passen¬ 
gers a year, together with a new runway of 
more than 300ft, is to be decided by Shepway 
council this summer. 

Louise Barton, of opposition group LAAG, 
cautiously welcomed the prospect of new job 
opportunities but said it was not enough to 
justify any further expansion. 

She said: “Good luck to them if it helps them 
out financially - everyone is in favour of new 
employment on the Marsh. But that doesn’t 
mean they need to expand any further. 

“The airport is currently operating at less 
than one per cent of capacity, so this will help, 
but only in an extremely minor way.” 

Relocate 

The air charter company offers taxi hire for 
groups of up to ten people, specialising in 
transport to sporting events, and also operates 
out of Southend airport in Essex. 

Commercial manager Matt Case said: 
“Initially we are basing two of our fleet at 
Lydd, with additional aircraft due to relocate 
here at a future date.” 

Lydd managing director Cliff Spink said 
about Trans Euro Air: “Their arrival is a fur¬ 
ther sign of the growing confidence being 
shown in the ability of Lydd to attract a wide 
mix of air-transport companies. 

“In recent months we have been in negoti¬ 
ation with a number of aviation-related busi¬ 
nesses about moving to Lydd and I’m confi¬ 
dent there will be more positive news.”

A We all go riding most weekends and attend 
the bike shows in London, which did take 
some organising in previous years. However, 
the university has been really good and paid 
for us to be trained to drive the minibuses, 
which they provide for free. That’s made it a 
lot easier to get everybody involved. We’ve also 
had trips over to France and across Europe. 
We’re planning a camping trip to the Isle of 
Man TT this year.

A Norton, the old British marque, is to start 
producing bikes again after around 40 
years of being defunct. I’d love to get my hands 
on one of the new ones but there’s a limited 
run of 200 this year until production steps up 
and there’ll be a lot of competition to get one!

A Anybody who’s never tried biking would 
tell you it’s dangerous. Biking is just as 
safe as being in a car or on a bus.

I’ve never 
been in a difficult situation I wasn’t able to 
avoid with a bit of quick manoeuvring.

'Lusty' salute to Navy pioneers 


i i 


THE flagship of the Royal Navy 
HMS Illustrious, steamed majesti¬ 
cally around the coast of Kent on 
its way to a royal reception. 

Setting out from Portsmouth, the 22,000- 
tonne aircraft carrier headed out into the 
English Channel and rounded Dungeness 
before sailing past Dover, around Thanet, past 
the Isle of Sheppey and under the bridge at 
Dartford before mooring off Greenwich. 

The cruise formed part of the celebrations 
marking 100 years of naval aviation - the 
service acquired its first airship in 1909. 

Guest of honour on board for a special dinner 
was Prince Andrew, the Duke of York, who was 
joined by defence secretary John Hutton. 

During the voyage the Navy’s head of avia¬ 
tion, Rear Admiral 
Simon Charlier, 

arrived on board at 
the controls of a 
Merlin helicopter. 

“I love flying,” he 
said. “And when you 
are an admiral, it’s 
easy to get the con¬ 
trols.” 

The officer, who 
attended Dover 
College where he cap¬ 
tained the sailing 
team, said: “This cen¬ 
tenary is a big celebra¬ 
tion. After two world 
wars and other con¬ 
flicts, we are looking to 

the future and I know our proud traditions 
will be maintained.” 

HMS Illustrious is the nation’s strike carri¬ 
er, with Harrier jets and helicopters flying 
from its deck. 

The ship is responsible for home defence and 
protecting air power abroad, having recently 
been deployed off both Iraq and Afghanistan. 

She is also a major factor in the UK’s 
response to international disasters, assisting 
humanitarian operations in Mozambique and 
evacuating civilians from danger zones.

The ship - known 
affectionately as ‘Lust/ 
by her crew - came into 
service in 1982 and is 
due to be retired in the 
next decade and 
replaced by two ‘super 
carriers’, the 63,000- 
tonne Queen Elizabeth 
II and Prince of Wales. 

“A lot of people don’t 
really know what ships 
do,” said Sub- 
Lieutenant Matthew Winwood, from 
Gillingham, who is training to be a mine clear¬ 
ance diver. 

“After all, they are usually out at sea. This is 
a chance for people to get a good look at us as 
we sail past the coast.” 

The captain of Illustrious is Ben Key, whose 
grandfather fought at the Battle of Jutland in 
the Great War. Capt Key, whose grandmother 
is from Canterbury, explained his role. 

“I have the best job in the Royal Navy,” he 
said. “My task is to take whatever I am asked 


to do by the Commander-in-Chief and achieve 
it. I have to ensure all the potential, talent and 
energy among my crew is pointing in the same 
direction to achieve the goal we aim for.” 

Before embarking on her voyage, Illustrious 


was moored next to the Navy’s newest war¬ 
ship, the Type 45 destroyer HMS Daring, the 
most advanced combat vessel in the world. 

She then sailed south past the Isle of Wight 
where a Harrier jet 
piloted by Lt Paul 
Francis touched down 
on deck. 

Sea King, Merlin 
and Lynx helicopters 
followed and were all 
on parade as the ship 
sailed through the 
Thames Barrier - 
with just a few feet of 
clearance each side - 
and arrived in London 
last Wednesday. For 
trainee officer Dan 
Howes, from Lydden, 
it was quite an experience. 

“It is really my first time at sea,” he said. 

“But I know what I want to do - fly Harriers. 
It must be an incredible buzz.” 

His friend and fellow trainee Dominic 
Savage, from Whitstable, said: “My father was 
in the Navy, as was my grandfather who 
fought in World War Two. I wanted to follow in 
their footsteps - and I’m glad I did.”

ICE cream has evolved consider¬ 
ably in recent years. 

The likes of Haagen-Dazs and Ben & 
Jerry’s have taken the humble dish and ele¬ 
vated it to a whole new level of quality and 
accessibility. 

Yet, as with so many things, just once in a 
while the mass-produced products find 
themselves eclipsed by something a little 
more, well, home 
grown. 

And it is from 
Kent that one par¬ 
ticular product has 
grown a reputation 
which seems to 
make it destined for 
national appeal. 

As such, it fits 
perfectly our 2009 
campaign encour¬ 
aging our readers 
to support local 
growers, suppliers 
and producers, 
spearheaded by our 
www.foodforkent.co.uk website. 

Simply Ice Cream grew off the back of a 
successful catering business, an aspect of 
the overall package that proved such a hit 
with customers that they inundated caterer 
Sally Newall with demands for more. 

Her home made recipe was proving a taste 
sensation and it quickly became apparent it 
was worth pushing as a business in itself. 

The businesswoman started selling the ice 
cream through her local farmshop at 
Sellindge, near Ashford, in 2005. It started

an incredible chain reaction. Six months 
later five more shops starting selling it; then 
15 in 2007; and now it’s stocked in 65 loca¬ 
tions in and around Kent, landing a host of 
awards, and, more recently, securing a dis¬ 
tribution deal to be stocked in Kent outlets 


of the upmarket supermarket chain 
Waitrose. Just to enhance its proposition 
further, celebrity TV chef James Martin 
used the honeycomb variety on his BBC 
show Saturday Kitchen - and declared it 
the “best bought ice cream available”. 

What’s more, it uses as many locally pro¬ 
duced flavours and fruits as possible. 

Mrs Newall said: “We make it by hand. 
Traditionally, ice cream is made by 
skimmed milk powders and water and they 
can pump quite a lot of air in. So we’ve tried 
to make it like it used to be made. 

“We use double cream, milk and sugar and 
fresh fruit. They are as natural as possible. 
The fruit is all from Kent when we can get 
it, - so last year we did strawberry, cherry, 
blackcurrant - and we try to source things 
as locally as possible. 

“If we make it ourselves we know what 
goes into it. There are no additives or preser¬ 
vatives, which is at the heart of our ethos. 
We try to avoid that where possible.” 

Mrs Newall was brought up in Kent and 
apart from a five-year stay in Australia, has 
lived in the same area of the county. The 
Simply Ice Cream business in based in the 
village of Bonnington, near Ashford. 

“I am surprised at how it has taken off,” 
Mrs Newall said. “With all small business¬ 
es there are peaks and troughs and our 
business plan has always been to double our 
turnover year on year, which we have man¬ 
aged, but there are still some moments 
where I wonder what am I doing.” 

After clinching the Waitrose deal, talks are 
now under way aimed at taking the product 
across the UK, spearheaded by its hugely 
popular Honeycomb Crunch variety.

A NEW health and safety test 
centre has opened at South Kent 
College.

He said: ‘When I’m in a work situation, I 
know I’m competent but have no formal 
qualification. 

“I’m used to going on site and doing a risk 
assessment, but the test makes you really 
think about it - there are some trick ques¬ 
tions in there. I think this will really improve 
safety on sites.” 

His employee Jamie Webster, 22, is also 
taking the test and has already gained his 
NVQ level two qualifications; he is now 
working towards level three. 

He said: “I want to pass this test so people 
will know I’m trained in health and safety.”

Council must learn 
how to trim waste 

Deal is getting a temporary free 
parking period after 4pm to offset 
the lack of reduced charges from 
reduced VAT. 

Good for them, but we all pay VAT, 
so what about Dover and Sandwich? 

Following protests, the rest of us 
may also get some concessions - 
only fair. 

Hopefully these will be 
implemented before VAT goes back 
up again. 

Is this the politically-expedient 
least that Dover District Council 
thought it could get away with? 

Personal observation as a Dover 
resident: until the mid-1960s, Dover 
shops, despite being nothing special, 
did reasonably well. 

Parking - therefore access - was 
free, available and relatively 
unrestricted. Then councils started 
making life difficult and expensive 


with parking restrictions and 
charges. Plus a one-way system that 
solved some traffic problems while 
creating others. 

Decline had set in long before the 
advent of out-of-town shopping - 
which is normally blamed. 

When Tesco moved out, there were 
still plenty of in-town alternatives 
people could have used but chose 
not to because Whitfield was so 
much easier than getting into town. 

Ever since, councils have indulged 
in unsuccessful social engineering to 
reverse the trend - refusing to 
recognise or address the real cause. 

Around the country, towns are 
starting to consider free parking 
and even de-pedestrianisation to 
revive town centres. 

Official thinking needs a sea 
change. Parking must cease to a 
council revenue stream. 

What would you cut to pay for it?’ 

I hear. 

For starters, trim waste: axe 
‘non-jobs’, unnecessary publicity, 
events of doubtful economic value 
like big screens and Olympic 
torches. 

One thing cut that shouldn’t have 
been cut is the advertising of 
planning applications in the Press - 
contemptuous as everyone isn’t 
online. 

DDC could learn from another 
organisation I am part of, he 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, which has 
publications pointing out ways 
councils can (and have) reduced 
costs and tax.

place names. Yell, Unst, Gutcher, Skaw and 
Noss sound more like the mating noises of 
amorous Vikings than islands or towns. 

The capital, Lerwick, serves the vital fish and 
oil industries that dominate Shetland life. 

In Lerwick’s harbour we spied one reason 
why Shetland is renowned as a wildlife para¬ 
dise. Bobbing alongside fishing boats was a pair 
of black guillemots - rare on the mainland but 
ten-a-penny on Shetland. 

The land is magically free of the noise that 
dominates the mainland, with the fluting calls 


of moorland birds and the mournful wailing of 
curlews creating a constant, tuneful backdrop. 

After sampling locally-caught fish at haunted 
Busta House Hotel we headed by boat for Unst 
at Shetland’s northern tip to Muckle Flugga - 
the UK’s most northerly lighthouse. 

The isolated rocky coast is a magnet for 
seabirds. Puffins whizzed past our tiny boat, 
while black guillemots, known locally as tysties, 
and razorbills clattered into the sea. 

Back on dry land, we walked to the edge of 
the sea-cliffs on the Hermaness nature reserve 


for a different perspective on Shetland’s 
nesting seabirds. 

The great skua is known to birders across 
the UK by its Shetland name - bonxie - the 
ASBO kid of the bird world. 

We tried to work out the safe distance to 
stand to watch a female on her nest. 

In seconds she turned a coal-black eye on 
us, screamed and launched off the ground. 
Suddenly the air was a rush of talons, feath¬ 
ers and the screams of terrified tourists. 

We retreated to the cliff-edge to watch the 
more friendly puffins feeding their young. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, killer whales!” 
said our guide, Brydon Thomason, drawing 
our attention to the vast, flat expanse of the 
North Sea beyond the cliff-edge. 

Looking through Brydon’s telescope, I 
could see about nine killer whales dipping 
and shying into the waves. 

The sight was electrifying - to witness 
huge predators in their element was extra¬ 
ordinary, typifying what a trip to Shetland 
is all about. 

We retreated to sample more local 
seafood, swilled down with Shetland beer 
from the Valhalla Brewery on Unst. 

Tourism on Shetland feels like an after¬ 
thought, with a lack of quality restaurants 
and accommodation, but the incredible nat¬ 
ural spectacle on offer makes this a world- 
class tourist destination in its own right.

OFF the north-east tip of Scotland, 
Shetland raises hairs on the neck of 
any seasoned birdwatcher. 

These barren spits of land are hemmed in by 
the raging North Sea and left almost treeless 
by harsh Arctic winds. But during spring and 
autumn, birds rarely seen in mainland Britain 
can turn up on Shetland. 

Made up from some 100 islands, the Shetland 
archipelago stretches 70 miles towards the 
Arctic. It is quicker to fly from London to Milan 
than to Sumburgh, the islands’ tiny airport. 

The Scandinavian influence is profound, from 
the residents’ sing-song accents to the local

Who's online checking 
the cost of your home? 

DESPITE tumbling house values, people 
across the UK are obsessed by the cost of 
real estate, according to a recent survey. 

And the ready availability of property 
news across the internet is one of the 
ways people fuel their obsession. 

Almost seven in 10 look at property 
online, even when they are not in the 
market to move house, the study found. 

The poll also revealed 12 per cent of 
homeowners confessed they used the 
internet to check the value of property 
belonging to friends and neighbours. 

On average, five per cent said they 
wanted to know what colleagues’ homes 
were worth, too. 

Those aged 25 to 34 were the most fix¬ 
ated on property prices, with eight in ten 
regularly looking at homes for sale even 
if they had no intention to buy. 

They were also the nosiest age group, 
with more than one in six (17 per cent) 
checking the price of friends’ homes and 
one in eight (13 per cent) investigating 
colleagues’ properties. 

In this age group, 63 per cent said they 
looked out of curiosity, while 29 per cent 
wanted to gauge a good time to move. 

The survey of 1,399 subjects by an 
independent research company found on 
average people spent 55 minutes per 
month looking online at property. 

The poll also found one in 10 logged on 
to see how their house was doing in 
investment terms. 

HCA initiative aims to 
get investors onboard 

THE Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA) has set up a new initiative to 
encourage investors such as pension 
funds into the private rented sector. 

The Private Rented Sector Initiative 
(PRSI) aims to provide an opportunity 
for low-risk investment. 

It will target unsourced investors, such 
as overseas investors and pension funds, 
in a bid to “kick-start stalled schemes 
and lead to a significant increase in 
high-quality new homes for rent”. 

Sir Bob Kerslake, chief executive of the 
agency, said: “To date, achieving scale 
has been one of the main barriers to 
attracting institutional investors into 
the housing sector. 

“We believe there is an opportunity 
now for the HCA to work with develop¬ 
ers and housebuilders to offer a pipeline 
of projects for the PRSI, which could 
eventually result in a positive outcome 
for all stakeholders.” 



Homes more affordable 
for UK first-time buyers

HOME affordability for first-time 
buyers - known as FTBs - has 
improved “substantially” since 
2007, according to the Halifax 
review of the market. 

This takes into account the prospects of 
people who are looking to join the first rung of 
the housing ladder in the next month or so. 

The survey was released earlier this month 
and is seen as a key barometer of how the 
market is looking. 

It examined the average earnings and the 
average cost of first-time homes in areas, 
dividing them up by local authority. 

It found that the number of areas where the 
average price paid by an FTB was affordable 
increased to 21 per cent. 

This compared with just six per cent in the 
third quarter of 2007. 

Therefore the number of local authorities in 
the UK where housing was affordable to FTBs 
more than trebled in the last 18 months, with 
the house-price-to-eamings ratio now lower 
than it has been for six years, down 26 per cent 
since the summer of 2007. 

The proportion of disposable income used to 
pay for a mortgage also decreased, which the 
Halifax attributed to falling house prices 
teamed with low interest rates. 

Improvement 

Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax, 
said: “There has been a marked improvement 
in housing affordability for potential first-time 
buyers in many parts of the UK over the past 
18 months. 

“This trend continued in the first three 
months of 2009. The significant reductions in 
house prices, relative to average earnings, has 
resulted largely from the decline in house 
prices since the autumn of 2007. 

“As a result, housing is at its most affordable, 
on this key measure, for more than six years.” 

Despite the improvement in affordability, 
the number of FTBs is still at a very low level, 
according to the survey. 

And although things are set to get better, 
according to analysts who have studied the 
recent trends, this may not be for some time. 

Mr Ellis added: “Conditions in the housing 
market are likely to be tough during the rest of 
2009 despite improvements in affordability. 

“Increasing unemployment, low consumer 
confidence and the effects of the continuing 
dislocation of the financial markets on the 
availability of mortgage finance are all likely 
to exert downward pressure on the market. 

“House prices are expected to decline again 
in 2009. Prospective first-time buyers should 
factor the likelihood of further house price falls 
into their calculations when deciding whether 
or not to buy.”

Big savings to be made 
with scrap-happy deals 

VAUXHALL - one of the UK motor mar¬ 
ket’s big hitters - has waded into the 
battle for scrappage deals. 

On top of the Government-backed 
£2,000 grant available to buyers eligible to 
scrap their old car in exchange for a new 
one, Vauxhall is offering extra cash/cash¬ 
backs and zero per cent finance in certain 
cases. A British-built Astra Life 1.4 hatch¬ 
back, for instance qualifies for a total sav¬ 
ing of £5,870, while the sought after Corsa 
(pictured) supermini range qualifies for 
nought per cent finance for three years. 



Citroen's surefooted 
recession-buster MPV 

FOR motorists wrong-footed by reces¬ 
sion, Citroen says it offers a “surefooted 
response” - the Nemo Multispace. 

This capacious 60+mpg, sub £10,000 
family recession-buster MPV emits just 
119g/km in C02 emissions and comes 
with a further sweetener: would-be cus¬ 
tomers can part exchange their pre-2000 
registered car through Citroen’s £2,000 
‘Scrappage Incentive’ and drive away a 
new Nemo for just £7,995. There is just 
the choice of a 1.4-litre petrol or diesel 
engine and one generous trim level.

Chevy's epic proportions 
hide some epic surprises 


CHEVY’S family car contender 
matches its name - the Epica has 
epic proportions and surprises in 
equal measure. 

At first glance it seems a ponderous and 
clumsily finished Tank Tank’, but closer 
inspection shows it is better than that and, 
like all Chevys for the UK, comes from Korea. 

The big surprise is handling. The Epica is 
some way from the classic big Yank ‘sedan’ 
that comers like a spongy bedstead. It can still 
deliver the comfort preferred by the US mar¬ 
ket, but makes a decent fist of country lanes 
even if it will never be a sportster. 

In any case, with list prices from just above 
£14,000 - and local dealers have new cars 
available for less than 11 - it is wrong to pitch 
the Chevy against the state-of-the-art Ford 
Mondeo or the Epica’s more upmarket General 
Motors’ stablemate, the Vauxhall Insignia. 

Instead, it should be judged and voted tops 
against other US and Korean rivals such as 
the Chrysler Sebring and Dodge Avenger and 
the Kia Magentis and Hyundai Sonata. 

Don’t bother with the six-cylinder 2.0-litre

petrol entry option though - most buyers go 
for the four-pot 2.0-litre diesel tested here. 

It is smooth with the low and mid-range 
punch needed for this big wagon and yet 
impressively economical, making the car a 
favourite with taxi operators and the caravan 
set, rather than image-conscious private buy¬ 
ers and company car executives. 

Cabin quality is better than small Chevys on 
the market and even quite luxurious, with a 
functional layout. Leather seats on our flag¬ 
ship LT model felt smart and comfortable with 
rear passengers getting acres of space and a 
sizeable armrest to lounge against. It is a bit 
like taking your sofa on the road and only 
seems to be lacking a drink cabinet. 

The seat backs also flop forward to allow 
long items to be carried, though the boot itself 
is immense 

In Chevy fashion, standard kit is generous: 
junior LS trim brings air con, cruise control, 
electric windows all round, alloys, leather cov¬ 
ered steering wheel, powered mirrors and an 
MP3 sound input. My main complaint was the 
slightly vague five-speed manual gearbox on 
the diesel test car - the six-speed auto ‘box 
could be the better buy.

OPEN-TOP motors are a good way to dispel the gloom of recession and prices have eased too as some hard-pressed buyers seek to 
liguidate rolling assets. That extends even to the growing breed of folding hardtop or 'coupe convertible' (CC) models that offer better 
looks and security. This week's used buys feature two of this type, but also check out the Mazda MX-5, available in classic ragtop or CC 
format and the car that did more than any other to make Britain a top market for convertibles - despite the weather. 



NOW into its third generation, the original MX-5 was inspired by classic 
British Triumph, MG and Lotus sports cars and given Japanese reliabili¬ 
ty. Sometimes criticised for a lack of outright power, the MX-5 is more 
famous for its beautifully balanced handling. Models hold their value 
well, although an influx of 'Eunos' used imports from Japan drove down 
prices for the Lotus-lookalike Mkl and the latest Mldll offers beefier 
looks and the most creature comforts, if you can stretch the budget. 


VAUXHALL surprised everybody with the success of the original Astra 
convertible and followed up with the brilliant Astra TwinTop - the name 
inspired by the electronic folding metal roof. Both four-seaters are good 
looking with roof up or down and the TwinTop is a particularly good 
achievement when so many of its coupe convertible rivals look ungainly 
or 'boot heavy'. As with many 'chopped' hatchback convertibles, there is 
some body flex on both models, but don't let this break a deal. 


MERCEDES pioneered new generation folding metal roof convertibles 
with the SLK in the 1990s, but Peugeot brought the type to the mass 
market with the big-selling and plentiful 206CC. Based on the French 
margue's 206 hatchback and biggest seller ever, the 206CC even had 
two seats in the back although it should never be considered anything 
more than a 2+2. While relatively affordable, there have also been 
reliability problems with the temperamental roof mechanism.
